porns old. It makes good stoves; indeed, 
certain ones of these stand exceptionally 
high in the ranks of originality, ingenuity, worthiness, 
merit and general acceptability. This company writes 
to advise us of its arrangement for 1908 with trav- 
eling representatives whose names are given and 
whose respective territories are indicated. But ten 
states are indicated in the list, and as it happens, these 
embrace the very best territory for the disposition of 
the company’s specialties and general product. In 
conclusion, this letter states as follows: 

“The balance of the territory covered by us we pur- 
pose caring for by means of the trade papers, as we 
expect to use considerable space in these publications 
this year.” 

Here apparently is a situation in which the writers 
are fully confident that outside of their chosen and 
arranged-for territory there lies a vast amount of valu- 
able trade for their products that they are desirous of 
securing and that they realize may be had, but that 
there is not sufficient of it in the aggregate to justify 
the expense of completely covering the entire United 
States with traveling representatives in the effort to 
get it. 

There are many concerns both in stoves and in 
hardware that are similarly situated, but there are too 
many of them who are willing to shut their eyes to 
the great possibilities of extending their business and 
widening the scope of their endeavors even by com- 
paratively inexpensive methods, or even though the 
proposition be one by which they cannot possibly lose. 
Let us take the case of the Indiana stove manufac- 
turer, who systematically canvasses ten states by trav- 
eling representatives. The very best and most sub- 
stantial assistance these salesmen can have is in good 
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advertising that frequently brings the goods they are 
endeavoring to sell to the direct notice of the very 
people to whom they are endeavoring to sell them. 
The travelers’ calls are necessarily infrequent; the 
advertisements’ calls and importunities are regular, 
periodical, prompt and persistent. The advertisement 
does not call alone and unattended, but always in good 
company, and while the traveler is far away, perhaps, 
on other missions, the advertisement comes and comes 
and comes knocking at the would-be patron’s door 
seeking his trade in behalf of the absent one. Thus 
the traveler has ahead of him, behind him, with him 
and everywhere an assistant salesman who acts in- 
stantly, repeatedly and perseveringly for him. He 
knows this; he appreciates and fully realizes the fact 
that his value to his employer as a salesman is very 
materially enhanced by the omnipresent assistant sales- 
man—the trade journal advertisement. So it is a 
reasonable conclusion that in a territory embracing 
but ten states the assistance given the regular sales- 
men in selling goods is of far greater value than the 
entire cost of the advertising, which covers the entire 
country and works its way untiringly into every cor- 
ner of all the states. If, then, the advertisement on!v 
pays its way and nothing more in the ten traveled 
states, it costs the advertiser nothing in nearly forty 
other states from which much trade will surely be 
derived. 

It is an interesting fact that many of the most suc- 
cessful commercial travelers are unwilling to engage 
with concerns who do not advertise in their trade 


papers.

days old at this writing: 

“The average price of twenty railroad stocks last 
night was 92.86, which compares with 92.23 on October 
2lst. The average price of twelve industrial stocks last 
night was 63.50 as compared with 60.81 last October 
Thus the stock market has fully recovered all of the 
losses made during the panic. 

The railroad average is now only two points lower 
than it was on August 24th, and the industrial average 
is six points lower. The rally in the stock market has 
therefore been pronounced, and gives the impression 
that it is one of those sharp fluctuations which follow 
an extreme low point and precede, at greater or less dis- 
tance, a permanent turn in the tide.” 

The metropolitan newspapers teem with telegraphic 
messages telling that the great industrial plants are 
rapidly resuming work and taking on their normal 
aspects as to employment and production. The banks 
have plenty of money in all sections of the country, 
and clearing-house certificates and other financial 
makeshifts are now things of the past. A still more 
important sign of the firmness and stability of the 
markets and the times is to be found in the attitude 
of producers of all classes of manufactures and com 
modities. There has been absolutely no shrinkage in 
values and from every division and subdivision of the 
manufacturing industries of the country comes the 
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word, strong, confident, reassuring, that current prices, 
which were not at all altered during the final quarter 
of 1907, will be continued in force through the year 
1908. The great armies of workingmen who tem- 
porarily have been idle have returned to their posts in 
the mills, mines, factories, railways and other enter- 
prises at their old rates of wages to an extent that 
indicates a possible dearth of labor in the near fu- 
ture. The hidden money is again out in the open, 
seeking investment, and the general business outlook 
is bright, clear, reassuring and grand. 

Now that we are awake, strong, courageous and 
confident, let us get busy and forget the past.

AVOID SUBSTITUTES 

All of which leads us to inquire who made the 
Bridgeport Evening Post the censor of its readers in 
the matter of selection? Who made it the judge of 
what is good, what-is best, what is most desirable 
among the things to be chosen and bought? Does it 
assume to know the relative merits, the comparative 
merits of all things which have counterparts, some of 
which unquestionably have counterparts of exceeding- 
ly greater value than those which the Evening Post 
chooses to advertise because it can secure their adver- 
tising when that of others is beyond its reach? let the 
item be pills, nostrums, whiskey, sour krout, gin. 
breakfast food, nutmegs, hardware items or what else, 
Is the Evening Post prepared to take them in hand 
unlabelled and point out their comparative merits and 
demerits and intelligently elucidate the good and the 
bad qualities of each and tell truthfully what is the 
real value of each? Hardly. The Evening Post takes 
occasion to warn its readers against what it cites as 
the dangers of permitting their intelligence to be in- 
sulted by the offering of substitutes to them. Will 
this advertisement be so accepted or is the Connecticut 
intelligence of such stern, square toed order as will 
resent the meddling of the Bridgeport Evening Post 
and rightfully feel that that paper has deliberately set 
to work in a wholly public way to offer a rank and 
unjustifiable insult direct to the intelligence of each 
and every one of its readers? An insult which should 
be promptly, vigorously and thoroughly resented by 
every one to whom such an announcement is intended 
to appeal. There are many “raw” things done in the 
interest of “scarecrow” advertisers but this one is cer- 
tainly “the limit’ in its absurdity and ridiculousness.

Along with the many other things that give evi- 
dence of the country’s wonderful prosperity during 
the year 1907 are the statistics of the 


mcd “ae country’s export of manufactures, both

way as related to other years and as to 
the nations from which we buy like commodities. 
We are selling to other nations more manufactures 
than we are buying from them, hence the balance of 
trade in manufactures is largely in our favor and was 
notably so during the year 1907. According to gov- 
ernment statistics our exports of manufactures dur- 
ing the year 1907, aggregated more than 770 million 
doilars, or more than 2 million dollars a day during 
the entire year, including every day in the calendar 
year. It was only beginning with the year 1899 that 
the exports of manufactures reached as much as 1 
million dollars per day, basing the statement upon the 
average of the year, while prior to 1890 they had 
never reached as much as a half million dollars a 
day. On only three occasions during the past year did 
the value of manufactures exported fall below 60 mil- 
lion dollars for a single month. In the month of 
June they exceeded 70 million dollars, or as much for 
that single month as those of the entire year 1870 
and considerably more than in any twelve months 
period prior to that year. The value of manufac- 
tures exported in 1907 will approximate 770 million 
dollars, against 311 millions in 1897, 149 millions ih 
1887, 144 millions in 1877, 59 millions in 1867, and 
41 millions in 1857, the figures of these earlier periods 
being those of fiscal vears. 

Thus it may be said in a word, that the manufac- 
tures exported in 1907 averaged more than 2 million 
dollars a day, against less than 1 million dollars a day 
in 1897, and that the value of these exports in the 
single month of June was more than in the entire 
year 1870.. The share which manufactures form of 
the total exports in the eleven months of 1907 for 
which statistics are available is 41.7 per cent, which 
slightly exceeds the share which manufactures formed 
of the exports in any earlier year. 

Manufactures imported in 1907 aggregated in value 
about 650 million dollars, against approximately 770 
million dollars’ value of manufactures exported, thus 
indicating that the exportation of manufactures now 
exceeds the importation of manufactures by about 
120 million dollars per annum. Prior to the fiscal 
year 1897 manufactures imported always exceeded in 
value those exported. In 1860 manufactures imported 
amounted to 207 millions and those exported, 48 mil- 
lions; in 1870, manufactures imported were 229 mil- 
lions, and those exported 70 millions; in 1880, im- 
ports of manufactures were 307 millions, and exports 
of manufactures 122 millions; in 1890, imports were 
348 millions and exports 179 millions; in 189€, im- 
ports were 328 millions and exports, 258 millions. In 
1897 for the first time exports of manufactures ex- 
ceeded imports of manufactures, the figures for that 
year being imports, 306 millions; exports, 311 mil- 
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lions. From 1897 to 1907 manufactures exported 
have in every fiscal year exceeded in value those im- 
ported, and in 1907 the exports of manufacture will, 
as above indicated, exceed the imports of manufac- 
tures by approximately 120 million dollars. 

Comparing 1907 with the immediately preceding 
year, the group, manufactures for further use in 
manufacturing, will show an increase of about 25 
million dollars and form about 14% per cent of the 
total exports; and the group, manufactures ready for 
consumption, will show an increase of about 25 
millions and form over 27 per cent of the total ex- 
ports. On the import side, manufactures ready for 
consumption will show an increase of about 50 million 
dollars and manufactures for further use in manufac- 
turing, an increase of about 25 millions, while manu- 
facturers’ raw materials show for the eleven months 
for which figures are available a gain of 34 million 
dollars, thus indicating that the manufacturers have 
drawn from abroad a greater value of raw materials 
for use in manufacturing than in the immediately pre- 
ceding, or indeed in any earlier year. 

The gain of approximately 50 million dollars in 
value of manufactures exported during the year oc- 
curs in nearly all of the important articles.

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JEWEL EVAPORATOR GASOLENE STOVES 





The Evaporator type of gasolene stove has many 
good points, but.the one fact that it lights instantly as 
does a gas stove is a wonderfully strong recommenda- 
tion for it.

$100.00 FOR HARDWARE. WINDOWS. 


We are beginning to learn that the extreme cold 
weather in some localities is to an extent interfering 
with the show window plans of hardware dealers and 
others. Several dealers have written us lately to the 
effect that they had been successful in preparing show 
windows that gave promise of being prize winners, 
but that the exceedingly cold weather had _ inter- 
fered with photographing them because of the aecu- 
mulation of ice upon the front window panes. There 
are no doubt many dealers thus situated and _nat- 
urally there will be many dealers whose windows are 
frozen up who will make but little attempt to redress 
them soon on this account. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that when the weather conditions 
are such as will make the accumulation of ice an ob- 
stacle to window dressing the same influence is quite 
apt to decrease trade generally and therefore as a 
rule a very good opportunity is given to carry on 
window work that will be presented in proper shape 
as soon as the window panes are cleared of their coat- 
ings. In many instances through methods of ventila- 
tion or through methods of heating or of keeping the 
air in show windows in rapid circulation by the use 
of electric fans or otherwise the obscuring of dis- 
plays by frost is almost wholly prevented. We think 
some process that will accomplish this end is alto- 
gether desirable and should be resorted to universally. 
Your show windows cost you a good proportion of 
the rent of your stores and therefore everything that 
should tend to make them profitable should be steadily 
kept in mind.

FRONT RANK GAS BURNING FURNACE, 





The illustrations herewith relate to the Front Rank 
Gas Burning Furnace that is the product of the 
Haines-Langenberg Mfg. Company, 4045-4057 Forest 
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Park boulevard, St. Louis, Mo. The larger illustra- 


tion shows the connecting gas pipes and cut-offs which 
connect with the interior burner, which device is 
shown in sketched form in full operation. It will be 
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ted that the burner is a multiple one and that its 
burning openings are located close up to the steel 
hody of the structure. By this means the wide flames 
ire thrown against the steel wall at a very low point 
and by direct ascension are kept close to the wall 
throughout its entire extent including the crown cap 
at the top. The burner openings are wide and thin 
and thus a thin flame is produced that practically cov- 
ers the entire steel body interiorally. The advantages 
of this arrangement will hardly require comment as 
the illustrations make the entire matter thoroughly 
plain. The gas supply pipes pass through the ash-pit 
door and connect with a central receiver which is placed 
on top of the grate. The central receiver is enclosed

in a housing through which the arms pass to the side 
of the furnace. Each arm has a separate mixer and 
each mixer is connected to the central receiver and is 
entirely within the housing, thus causing the air and 
gas to be heated to the same temperature before pass- 
ing out through the arms. The arrangement is a very 
effective one, and its production has grown out of 
scientific and careful study to the end that has been 
achieved. Naturally the gas burning device will utilize 
any kind of gas either natural or manufactured. It is 
a distinctly desirable arrangement for sections of the 
country that are favored with natural gas, for the rea- 
son that it will utilize this gas much more economically 
than will the gas-heating methods usually employed 
in natural gas districts. A very important feature in

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ELECTROLYTIC PRODUCTION OF COPPER. 


An article in the Oesterreichische Zeitschrift fur 
Bahnen und Hiitte, and abstracted in London Electric- 
ian, September 6, gives an account of the methods em- 
ployed at Medzianka for producing copper by elec- 
trolytic means. The product of the mine is divided into 
rich ore, with 50 per cent of copper, which is separated 
underground and mixed ore with 16 to 20 per cent 
containing calcite and limestone. The ore is crushed, 
mixed with 5 per cent of damp brick earth and mould- 
ed into blocks, which are subjected to a partial roast- 
ing, with a free access of air, converting the copper 
into sulphate and oxide. The roasted ore is crushed 
fine and lixiviated in lead-lined tanks, with the spent 
liquor of the electrolytic baths, containing about 5 per 
‘cent of free sulphuric acid. A liquor containing about 
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5 per cent of copper and 1 per cent of free sulphuric 
acid is obtained. After passage through a filter press 
this is electrolyzed in vats of about 35 cubic feet ca- 
pacity. Insoluble anodes of lead plates in cloth bags 
and thin copper cathodes are used. A current of 1,000 
amperes at 2.5 volts, corresponding to a current dens- 
ity of about 1 ampere per square decimeter of cathode 
surface, is used, producing metallic copper, free sul- 
phuric acid and oxygen. The deposited copper, about 
I.I gram per ampere-hour, is nearly equal to the the- 
oretical amount. The energy consumed per kilogram 
of copper is 2.28 kw-hours or 3% hp-hours.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Whatever hopes may have been entertained of 
lower prices following the now past and practically 
forgotten panicky weeks and also following the open- 
ing of the year will be doomed to disappointment for 
practically all the industries that relate to hardware 
have made ‘known that 1907 prices will be firmly 
maintained through 1908. It is well that these ac- 
tions have been taken and that the decisions have been 
made known, there is removed an uncertainty that 
often, heretofore, has created a waiting and puzzied 
market both with retailers and wholesalers and this 
year’s early action has settled matters definitely as 


to what is to be in the way of hardware and metal - 


prices. There is comparatively little doing in the 
way of hardware sales at present, but the outlook is 
highly promising for the opening of spring business. 
Prices are strong and steady, and jobbers are stock- 
ing up. Mr. Fred Baackes, vice president of the 
American Steel and Wire Co., under date of Janu- 
ary 13th, issued the following announcement relat- 
ing to wire products that gives confidence to the 
stability to prices in wire products: 

“This is to advise you that our present prices of 
,Wire products are reaffirmed and that there will be no 
reduction for the spring trade. You can, therefore, 
with confidence, advise your trade of this action, and 
inasmuch as there has been a great curtailment of 
production during the past four months and the stocks 
of the trade have been reduced to a minimum, we ad- 
vise that you anticipate your wants as far ahead as 
possible so that you will have goods when demands 
spring up.” Yours truly,

Chicago quotations are as follows: Wire nails, 
$2.23; painted barb wire, $2.38; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.68; smooth annealed wire, $2.08; smooth galvan- 
ized wire, $2.38; polished staples, $2.23; galvanized 
staples, $2.63. Carload lots to retailers, 5 cents higher ; 
less than carload lots, 15 cents higher. 

We still quote cut nails at iron cut cars to jobbers 
$2.38; cars to retailers, $2.43; steel cut to jobbers car 
lots, $2.28; cars to retailers, $2.33. 


TIN PLATE. 

The recent cut of 20c per 100-lb. in tin plate is not 
to be understood as a weakening of the tinplate mar- 
ket. It is an outgrowth of a readjustment of steel 
sheet prices and to an extent also because of recent 
drop in prices in pig tin, much of which took place 
early in the fall, hence the recent readjustment of tin 
plate prices. The action which was largely antici- 
pated, naturally held the market quite in expectancy 
and the definite action has had a stimulating effect 
upon sales. Prices are now $3.70 at the mills for 
100-Ib. boxes, with independents quoting $3.65. Prices 
f. o. b. Swansea for the plate is 12s. Arrivals of tin 
plate for the week ending Jan. 4 were 21,246 boxes at 
New York, and 384 boxes at Philadelphia. Stocks of 
tin plate in Swansea on Dec. 26 were 125,946 boxes, 





against 127,765 at the same time a year ago. Im- 
ports of tin plate for November were 4,385 tons, or 
a total of 56,230 tons for the first 11 months of 1907. 
Exports for November were 512 boxes, or 10,008 tons 
during the 11 months we quote.

COPPER. 


There are occasional fluctuations of 4% and % cents 
in copper but outside of this speculative feature cop- 
per has remained steady during the week. Business 
does not show any present signs of improvement so 
far as a consuming demand is concerned. Manu- 
facturers are still chary about laying in large supplies 
at the present time, and continue to buy in hand-to- 
mouth quantities. It is apparent, however, that the 
market is slowly regaining lost ground, and 
that some advances in prices will be maintained. Some 
strength abroad is attendant on the drop in the dis- 
count rate of the German bank, the probability of a 
further reduction in the Bank of England rate, which 
has given the foreign holders of American metal more 
confidence in the outlook for the future. 

It is thought that this easing up of the financial sit- 
uation will almost make certain the successful carrying 
of the large stocks of copper in European warehouses 
until they are exhausted. This distribution of the 
copper in the warehouses of the Continent has made 
the markets of the world nearly uniform, and with 
the advance in the European markets, the local mar- 
kets must necessarily follow. The European move- 
ment, in consequence of the easier feeling abroad, is 
assuming larger proportions this month than any one 
month last year, exports so far having been nearly 
41,000,000 pounds. It is expected that the exports of 
copper this month will be the largest in the history of 
the industry. Prices on the New York Metal Ex- 
change are marked up Yc all around to 133%4@14c 
for lake, 1354@13%c for electrolytic and 133%4@135¢c 
for casting copper. The market is called steady. 

Exports from New York and Baltimore were 3,661 
tons, or 18,286 tons since Jan. I.

IRON BARS. 

The iron bar market continues to present a weak 
and demoralized appearance.

Most of the local dealers, however, are holding at 
1.56c. The Pittsburg market is weak and uninterest- 
ing, with prices generally on the basis of 1.40c, and 
in some cases as low as 1.35c being done. 


COKE. 

The coke market continues to maintain an easy 
position. With the prospect of decreased iron produc- 
tion this year and the shutting down of the blast fur- 
naces in nearly all sections of the country, contracting 
has been greatly curtailed. The ovens are being shut 
down in many cases, and other production is being re- 
stricted to five days a week. Prices are about on the 
basis of $2.75@2.90 for good grades of 72-hour Con- 
nellsville foundry for spot shipment, but contract coal 
is from 25c¢ to 50c higher, while furnace is about on 
the basis of $1.75@1.80 for prompt shipment, and 
about $1.90@2.25 for contract coke. 


PIG IRON. 

Tonnages of 6,000, 2,000, and 2,000 in southern 
irons are reported in this market at $13.00, Birming- 
ham, and we are advised that a number of quite heavy 
tonnages were closed at Pittsburg during the week. 
Southern irons are attracting much attention. Gen- 
erally speaking, however, the Chicago market is still 
dull enough, though there is much inquiry, a great 
deal of which will result in early sales. There have 
been no changes in reduced capacity during the week 
other than that one Duluth furnace has gone out of 


blast. The market appears peculiar and puzzling.

ly report:—Continuous quiet, with here and there a flash of 
improvement which gives increasing promise of better things, 
characterizes the iron market for the week. There is a strong 
undercurrent of inquiry and what business has been done has 
been of such character as showed the belief in the minds of 
the buyers that it was proper time to purchase for three 
and, in some cases, six months 

There does not seem to be the large variation in prices 
that has ruled for some time past, which in itself is a good 
sign and shows that buyers and sellers are getting together 
on a basis mutually satisfactory. 

Production continues to shrink and at the same time 
there appears a slight improvement in consumption, as plants 
are gradually increasing their operation over the dull times 
before and during the holidays, when they took advantage 
of the season and conditions to either stop operation or cur- 
tail very greatly. With financial conditions easier in all sec- 
tions and confidence largely restored, it appears to be but 
a matter of a short time before much nearer normal con- 
ditions “will be existing. 

Coke continues with little change and is a very unin- 
teresting market. Production in this branch of the trade 
continues to be curtailed. Prices are fairly steady and only 
small volume of business can be reported as having been 
done. In coke, as well as pig iron, considerable carried-over 
tonnage remains to be taken during the first quarter of 1908. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati ,will say in their week- 
ly report: 

The week has been marked by several large orders 
Up to this time the purchasing has been in small lots. Re- 
cently five hundred tons has been a big order, and about 
two hundred and fifty tons has been the limit. This kind 
of buying has shown conclusively how cautiously consumers 
were entering the market. They have been taking no great 
chances. But there has been something of a change, for two 
cast iron pipe makers have between them bought a quantity 
slightly in excess of 30,000 tons for delivery February, March 
and April. Then the general buying has been on a much 
more extensive scale, as several 1,000 and 1,500 ton orders 
testify. The situation has distinctly improved. 

At the present time Southern iron is most in evidence 
Northern iron sales have been only fair while the bulk of 
the orders have gone to the South. This is due to the fact 
that Southern prices are more attractive just now than North- 
ern prices. 

Production of pig iron has not yet materially increased 
While consumption is still on a minimum basis, yet it is 
probably the case that more iron to-day is being melted than 
is being made. 

The general feeling is that the downward progress in 
the market stopped shortly after the beginning of the new 
year, and that the trade has again started on the uphill 
grade.
